REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN 


1975 was a year which saw both starts, completions, con- 
tinuing programs, and a few put-asides. 

One of the more visible starts was the acquisition, through 
the Federal Title VI Program, of a Selectmen’s secretary, Bette 
Wilson, who promptly started organizing the Selectmen’s office 
consolidating the records. The end result has been better 
service to the Town through establishment of regular office 
hours, better access to the files and records and through im- 
proved communication. The Selectmen still can’t find anything, 
but they now have someone who can. Bette has also served the 
Planning Board and Zoning Board, the Town Clerk, Building 
Inspector and others. 

Other new activities included renewal of the Fire House 
roof, which was reported last year to be in dire need of repair, 
and installation of an underground gasoline storage tank for 
the Fire Department, enabling twenty-four hour access to its 
gasoline reserves. Also highly visible has been the installation 
of new street signs for guidance of out-of-towners (and a few 
locals) through our maze of thoroughfares. 

This year too, the Selectmen began taking over directly the 
task of appraisals, since the state service has expired, and 
received a liberal education in the use of the 1969 State Ap- 
praisal Handbook, “‘Learning by Doing.” 

The major completion of the year was the announcement 
that the Bureau of Outdoor Recreation matching Funds for the 
purchase of the Lamson Farm had been approved and that the 
money would shortly be forthcoming. This wonderful news cul- 
minated over a year’s intensive efforts by a dedicated group of 
townspeople, the Lamson Farm Committee, who have given 
extensively of their time and talents to preserve the Lamson 
Farm for posterity. We wish to thank Florence, Marcia, Leona 
and Frank Lamson for their generosity in donating half of the 
cost of the property and thus making it possible to obtain 
matching funds, Marjorie Phillippi for unselfishly pressing the 
Selectmen to initiate negotiation for the farm to carry out 
William Lamson’s wishes, to the entire committee and particu- 
larly, Sally and Darrold Rorabacher who, as co-chair people, 


worked so long and unstintingly to bring the task to com- 
pletion. 

Continuing programs are many. They inciude the work of 
the Tax Map Committee, who have been collecting serial maps, 
deed and title descriptions, surveys and sketches in an- 
ticipation of an all-out effort to prepare a Town Tax map. This 
will serve to define and identify property bounds, and will be of 
great assistance in appraisals, title searches and preparing the 
Town Inventory, as well as fulfilling state requirements. 

Also continuing is the Solid Waste Disposal Program, 
which has been fully planned and the facilities designed. The 
disposal site in Amherst was completed and made operational 
during the year, and our transfer site will be in operation this 
spring, putting an end to the aromatic fogs which envelop the 
Town when uncooperative breezes waft the smoke from the 
burning dump westerly. | 

A major new activity of vast benefit to the Town was the 
formation, training, and activation of the Mont Vernon Rescue 
Squad. Some six townspeople spent their time and energy 
taking the required EMT course, and the Squad has affiliated 
with and has become an active and valuable supplement to the 
Amherst Rescue Squad, covering Mont Vernon and assisting in 
mutual aid activities. 

The major item of unfinished business which had to be put 
aside was construction of the septic system for the Fire House 
and Town Hall. The $3,251.55 held over for this purpose was 
well below the lowest bid received this year, and since the Fire 
House emergency had passed with repair of the old septic tank, 
the Selectmen are reconsidering the program and plan no action 
this year. 

Other unfinished programs include completion of the paint- 
ing of the Fire House and Town Hall; the latter had been 
delayed by bad weather in the fall and then by winter. 

The Warrant list, of course, proposed new activities for 
which funding is required. Comments on some of these are in 
order; for instance, Article 4 proposes to appropriate funds for 
purchase of a new radio to replace the obsolete and unreliable 
one now in No. 2 fire truck. 

Article 7, at the request of the Planning Board, seeks funds 
which, we understand, will probably go to the Nashua Regional 
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Planning Commission for participation in Regional Planning 
activity. 

The appropriation proposed in Article 8 is for modification 
of the Town Dump site to accept compactor trucks so that we 
can close our open dump, as required by state law, and start 
using the Souhegan Valley Regional Landfill District facilities 
this spring. 

in Article 11, it is proposed to make use of state matching 
funds for road reconstruction, limited to $10,000, to upgrade as 
much of the Francestown Turnpike as can be done for $20,000. 

Article 15 proposes to use some of our revenue Sharing 
Funds to provide an oil-fired forced-hot-air furnace to provide 
heat to the lower floor of Town Hall, to facilitate its use by the 
Selectmen, Planning and Zoning Boards, Grange, and other 
functions. 

Article 16 proposes to put the Road Agent directly under 
the Selectmen’s control. Past experience has shown that a Road 
Agent is more responsive to a Town’s needs if he only has to 
answer to the Board of Selectmen rather than to the entire. 
electorate. Also, this arrangement would allow a Road Agent 
who was performing his duties satisfactorily to finance his 
purchase of trucks and equipment. 

A few comments about the proposed budget are in order at 
this time. The first item of significant change in the Town 
Officer’s expenses; the major reason for the increase is to 
provide continuation of the part-time secretarial services which 
have proven so satisfactory. 

The large increase in the Police Department budget is to 
provide for 24-hour on-call police coverage of the Town, insur- 
ing that a policeman will be available and accessible 24 hours a 
day, 7 days a week. 

The last major increase is in the Town Dump budget; this 
increase covers attendant’s services during expanded hours of 
operation and the cost of operating the compactor facility. 
(There will still be an open dump for stumps, and rough waste.)

You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said 
Mont Vernon on Tuesday, the second day of March, next at 
10:00 of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following 
subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year 
ensuing. 


Action on succeeding articles will be deferred until 7:30 p.m. 


2. Toseeif the Town wiil vote to authorize the Selectmen 
and Treasurer to borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 


3.  Toseeif the Town will vote to increase the amount of 
the annual appropriation to the Fire Apparatus Capital Reserve 
Fund to $5,000. (Original amount of $1,500 voted at 1972 Town 
Meeting.) 


4. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $1,200 for the purpose of purchasing a new fire truck 
radio. 


5. To see if the Town will vote to change the present 
name of the highway from the intersection at Route 13 and 
Brook Road at Archie’s Garage to the intersection at Kendall 
Hill Road at the Kilian residence from Tater Street to Skender- 
ian Road. (By petition) 


6. To see if the Town shall vote to adopt the following 
amendment to the Regional Refuse District Agreement now 
existing among the towns of Mont Vernon, Amherst, Brookline 
and Hollis. 


“The Souhegan Regional Landfill District Agreement is 
hereby amended by adding to that Agreement the following 
new Subsection IV (D): 

The Committee may, on behalf of the District, vote to 
establish a Capital Reserve Fund for the construction or acqui- 
sition of specific items or types of capital improvements or 
equipment required by the District. In the event of such a vote, 
such Fund shall be invested in the same manner as capital 
reserve funds of towns under RSA 35:9, and the members of the 
Committee shall serve as trustees and have custody of such 
fund. Such trustees shall give bond in such amount and in such 
form as the state board of taxation shall prescribe. The pro- 
posed annual contributions to the Capital Reserve Fund 
shall annually within three months of the close of the fiscal 
year of the district file and account with the Selectmen of the 
towns comprising the District setting forth the amounts held 
by the trustees, the manner in which they are invested, and the 
purposes for which they are held. 


The trustees may, from time to time, vote to expend any 
funds held by them for the purchase of items or types of capital 
improvements or equipment required by the District without 
further vote of the towns comprising the District.” 


7. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $2,880 to undertake Long Range Planning to 
develop solutions to accommodate future growth in the town in 
ways which will reduce the costs to the town of new develop- 
ment, will preserve the small town character of Mont Vernon, 
and will reduce the impact of new development upon the envi- 
ronmental, scenic, and historic qualities of the town. 


8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 


the sum of $12,550 to provide for capital improvements at the 
dump to enable operation with the regional sanitary landfill. 


9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $900 to continue preparation of a Tax Map. 
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10. Tosee if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $500 for Town Office Equipment. 


11. Tosee if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
$10,000 to be matched by the State, for the purpose of major 
reconstruction work on the Francestown Turnpike. 


12. Toseeif the Town will vote to appropriate the sum of 
$2,300 from the Revenue Sharing Fund, to purchase radio 
equipment for the Mont Vernon Rescue Squad. 


13. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $5,000 to purchase and originally equip a police 
cruiser. 


14. Tosee if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $27,000 to purchase and originally equip a truck 
with sander and plow for the Highway Department, to be 
financed by borrowing, or take any action relative thereto. 


15. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate $3,500 
from Revenue Sharing Funds for the purpose of providing a 
heating system for the first floor of the Town Hall. 


16. To see if the Town will vote to rescind action 
previously taken providing for the election of a Road Agent and 
vote to authorize the Selectmen to appoint a Road Agent, such 
vote to take effect as of the Annual Town Meeting in March 
1977.

The Trustees of Trust Funds are pleased to report that 
under a generous Trust provided by Dr. and Mrs. George 
Skenderian, a fund has been established, partially used and the 
balance available, ‘‘... to provide medical assistance to elderly 
residents of the Town of Mont Vernon and/or needy persons of 
the Town of Mont Vernon, who in the opinion of the Trustees, 
shall, from time to time, require financial assistance in the 
obtaining of medical aid. It is the desire ... that priority be 
given to the elderly, insofar that it is possible to do so...”’ 

Within the meaning of the Trust, medical assistance shall 
include, ‘‘... medical care by physicians, nurses, and/or nursing 
associations, the rental of sick room equipment, the provision 
of medical appliances, the provision of eye glasses (as estab- 
lished by prescribed tests) and any other medical care, which in 
the opinion of the Trustees of Trust Funds may be in the best 
interest of the respective individual under consideration at any 
given time ...”’ 

In the event such assistance is desired by or on behalf of any 
resident of the Town of Mont Vernon, application should be 
made to one of the undersigned members of the Trustees of 
Trust Funds. The Trustees shall be the sole evaluators for the 
need and scope of assistance requested. 

The generosity of the Skenderian Family in making this 
possible to assist the elderly and/or needy of the Town of Mont 
Vernon, is hereby acknowledged and accepted with grateful 
appreciation by their fellow townsmen. 

At the close of the year the Trustees received a new fund 
from the Skenderian Family to be known as Trust Two, the 
income of which will be used to provide scholarships, “‘... to 
bona fide residents of the Town of Mont Vernon who shall be in 
attendance or accepted for admission to any college or univer- 
sity in the United States, or to any technical or vocational 
school ...’”’ Any resident who desires to apply for same may 
obtain an application from one of the undersigned or from the 
Guidance Department at the AREA High School. 

During the year it became necessary for Dr. Skenderian to 
resign as a Trustee because of legalities involved when the first 
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Trust was given to the Town of Mont Vernon by the Sken- 
derian Family. His resignation was accepted with regret and 
George D. Kittredge was appointed to take his place. The 
Trustees of Trust Funds would like to take this opportunity to 
thank Dr. Skenderian on behalf of the Town, for his time and 
efforts expended during his years as a Trustee and for his 
thoughtfulness in setting up the Trust explained above.

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FOREST FIRE WARDEN 


Upon the recommendation of Town Selectmen and city 
councils, the Division of Forests and Lands appoints a Forest 
Fire Warden and several deputy forest fire wardens in each 
town and city every three years. The Town or city warden is 
responsible for maintaining a force of men and adequate equip- 
ment to suppress any wildfire that occurs in his town or city 
during his term of appointment. The Fire Warden must author- 
ize all open burning when the ground is not covered with snow. 
No open fires can be authorized between 9 a.m. and 5 p.m., 
unless it is raining, without the additional permission of the 
State District Fire Chief. 

Any person wishing to kindle an open fire when the ground 
is not covered with snow must first obtain the written per- 
mission of the forest fire warden. Camp and cooking fires also 
require the warden’s permission. 

The Division of Forests and Lands, through its Forest Fire 
Service, assists all cities and towns in meeting these require- 
ments by training the warden and deputy forces in wildfire 
suppression tactics, making hand tool suppression equipment 
available at fifty percent of cost, supplying pieces of Federal 
excess property for use as fire attack vehicles and sharing up to 
fifty percent of the cost of wildfire suppression costs. 

Wildfire prevention is also a joint state, city or town 
program. Smokey Bear is available from the Forest Fire Service 
for local fire prevention programs. Posters and Junior Ranger 
kits are available for distribution by local fire departments 
upon request to the Forest Fire Service. Each Forest Fire 
warden is expected to carry on a continuous wildfire prevention 
program within his town or city.

NASHUA REGIONAL PLANNING COMMISSION 


General Information 

The Nashua Regional Planning Commission is a tax-sup- 
ported agency of local government. It is a cooperative venture 
of the towns of Amherst, Brookline, Hollis, Hudson, Litchfield, 
Lyndeborough, Merrimack, Milford, Mont Vernon, Pelham, 
Wilton, and the City of Nashua. Its main purpose is to provide 
a means for communities to work together in solving problems 
of mutual interest or which affect two or more of the member 
communities. The Commission employs a professional staff to 
supply advisory technical assistance to the member com- 
munities on planning projects and programs and other com- 
munity issues. 

The Nashua Regional Planning Commission is governed by 
a board of local residents who are appointed by the Selectmen 
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of each member town and the Mayor of Nashua. This citizen 
board is responsible for setting the policy of the Commission, 
deciding financial and program matters, and hiring the staff of 
the agency. The Commission’s activities are financed by a local 
contribution from each member community. This contribution 
is based on the 1970 census of population at a rate of $.25 per 
resident and is a requirement for membership in the Com- 
mission. These local funds are supplemented through partici- 
pation in various state, federal and private programs. 
During 1975 the Commission participated in developing 
Community Development Block Grant applications, in sup- 
porting extensive community planning efforts through the 
Sounding Board process, in giving substantial technical assis- 
tance on transportation problems, and in providing many more 
services that were requested by member communities. 


Services Provided to Mont Vernon 

Staff members met with the ad hoc citizens committee on 
purchasing the Lamson Farm and provided information on the 
possible sources of federal funds from the Community Develop- 
ment Block Grant and Outdoor Recreation Programs. Techni- 
cal assistance was provided to the Town in the State Highway 
Department’s proposal to reconstruct a portion of N.H. Route 
13 in Mont Vernon Village. Staff members researched 
alternative solutions to the salt pollution problem and 
presented findings at citizen hearings on the proposal. 


Master Planning 

At the request of the Planning Board, met to discuss 
possible master planning activities for the Town. From this 
discussion and a review of the available sources of data on the 
Town, prepared outlines of proposed steps to be taken in such 
planning based upon utilizing Town residents to provide 
volunteer assistance to the Planning Board. Explained types of 
professional staff assistance available to the Town through the 
Nashua Regional Planning Commission, and provided material 
to the Planning Board to assist them in explaining to Town 
residents the type of master planning being considered and why 
it is being considered.

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MONT VERNON RESCUE SQUAD 
An agreement was reached by the Selectmen of Mont 
Vernon and Amherst whereby the town of Amherst would 
provide ambulance service to the town of Mont Vernon. This 
service would be provided for a sum of monies, negotiable each 
year, to be paid to the town of Amherst. In addition, the town 
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of Mont Vernon would provide trained Emergency Medical - 
Technicians (EMT's). 

The Mont Vernon Divisicn of the Amherst Rescue Squad 
became a reality with the graduation of six Mont Vernon 
members from the EMT course in basic emergency care with 
ten hours of actual emergency rocm training in the two 
Nashua hospitals. At the end of the course there is a 300 
question written exam as well as a practical. Successful 
completion of the exams qualifies the candidate for licensure 
as an ambulance attendant. RN’s can be licensed without 
further training as can anyone over 18 with Red Cross 
Advanced First Aid. 

The Mont Vernon Division responds, with the Amherst 
Rescue members on call. Mont Vernon members will come 
directly to the scene to stabilize the situation without waiting 
for the ambulance which will be manned by Amherst 
personnel. Each member is on a specified duty shift during the 
week with weekend duty of twelve hour stints approximately 
twice a month. 

As members of the Mont Vernon Division of the Amherst 
Rescue Squad we participate in monthly training sessions in 
Amherst and also respond to calls in Amherst thus using our 
knowledge on a regular basis. 

The Squad depends on radio notification of the member on 
call by the Communication Center in Milford. In an 
emergency, call 673-1414 with as much information as 
possible, i.e. name, type of emergency, location, directions to 
the scene, and telephone number. 

The Squad members are: Ray Donahue, Chief; Judith 
Corbett, Phyllis Haughey, Barbara Ricker, Sally Rorabacher, 
Carol Donahue and Sandra Witty. Bob Naber, Sally Rorabach- 
er and Ingrid Windt are enrolled in the current EMT course. 


Last year your Rescue Squad responded to thirty-seven 
ambulance calis in Mont Vernon. Amherst/Mont Vernon had a 
total of 211 ambulance calls last year.

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MONT VERNON TOWN DUMP REPORT 


~The Mont Vernon Town Dump site will still be used for the 
disposal of stumps, brush and demolition in the area where they 
have always been dumped. This area shall remain open at all 
times for these items only. The transfer station area shall be 
subject to the following hours: winter 9-4 on Wed. and Sat., 9- 
12 Sun.; summer 9-5 on Wed. and Sat., 9-12 Sun. Thought is 
being given to the possibility of extending summer hours to 
include some evening hours. Because of the nature of the 
equipment and the possible hazards, the site must be manned 
during open hours. The site attendant is there to operate the 
equipment and to help those individuals who need assistance. 
Dump hours will be strictly enforced once the transfer station is 
opened. Dumping will only be allowed at the proper times and 
in the proper locations. 

Tires and large scrap metal items such as water heaters, 
radiators and refrigerators shall be stockpiled in separate areas 
at our dump site for possible recycling at a later time. Tires and 
rims should be separated, and refrigerator doors should be 
removed. The transfer trailer will accept household trash and 
garbage only. No tires, stumps or brush, demolition, manure, 
dead animals, septic wastes or items so large as not to fit into 
the trailer opening will be allowed. 

This is a starting point, and further site improvements and 
expansion will be carried on throughout the year. Some tem- 
porary inconveniences may be experienced during these im- 
provements. Your continued cooperation would be most ap- 
preciated. 
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REPORT FROM THE SOUHEGAN 
REGIONAL LANDFILL DISTRICT 


Since the agreement with the Towns of Mont Vernon, Am- 
herst, Brookline and Hollis was adopted at their respective 
Town meetings, the Souhegan Regional Landfill District 
Committee has spent much time and effort in producing what it 
feels at this time is the best overall approach to solving the 
member towns’ household refuse disposal problems. 


Because this District and committee are the first of their 
kind in the state (formed according to RSA 53B) and perhaps 
the first such organization in New England, little if any in- 
formation was available for guidance; thus more time and 
money were spent on the necessary “‘start-up,”’ i.e., engineer- 
ing, consultation, legal fees and site preparation, etc., than 
originally estimated. This, however, is both prudent and ad- 
vantageous for it assures us of the protection of the environ- 
ment and of the most inexpensive approach to solid waste 
disposal both in initial capital outlay and estimated operating 
costs. 


Despite setbacks, we will, at the time of this publication, 
have seen the landfill in operation and the sending towns’ 
transfer stations newly established and ready to serve the 
communities. 


There will be problems to be worked out, as with any new 
system, so we ask the towns’ patience and cooperation during 
these coming months. We welcome any public participation, 
comments or suggestions. We submit the following review of 
expenditures for our fiscal period of July 1, 1975 to December 5, 
1975, and also committed expenditures for the remainder of our 
fiscal year to June 30, 1976.

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CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


First and foremost, the Commission takes this opportunity 
to applaud the Lamson Committee for their time and effort 
spent in acquiring the Lamson Property. To think that this 
small town is fortunate enough to have people with the 
foresight and dedication to accomplish such a project is 
gratifying. 3 

One related project we did to try to help the Lamson 
Committee was a study showing the taxpayer just what costs 
of Open Space versus costs of development are in Mont Vernon. 
This information was presented at the Lamson hearings by Jan 
Havinga. 

In the future we hope we can offer some help in the manage- 
ment of the Lamson Property: We are presently working on a 
Land Use Plan for all town owned land. 

Our ongoing program of woodland work this year included 
one acre of pruning and three acres of weeding and thinning 
down at the Purgatory Falls area. We are compensated for this 
work by REAP (Rural Environmental Assistance Program), 
this year earning $134. 

Mont Vernon and Lyndeboro Commissions each have repre- 
sentatives on the Purgatory Management Committee. Their 
purpose is to combine ideas and resources in order to ac- 
complish area improvements. 1975 saw work done on some of 
the wet spots on the road leading to the falls. 

Another town owned parcel, George O. Carleton Park, saw a 
bit of thinning and pruning. This little park continues to be 
enjoyed by many. 

In October we had an interesting and informative joint 
meeting with Ambherst’s Conservation Commission. We 
discussed various projects of concern to both towns, especially 
the Beaver Brook Area. Amherst is working on getting 
easements all along the brook’s borders. They brought along 
their wetland map which we found well done and most in- 
teresting. 
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Adele Wassell has continued our Water Testing Program 
periodically testing Purgatory Brook. Though not a compre- 
hensive program, the following characteristics are tested: 
Oxygen, PH, Phosphates, Carbon Dioxide, and the Bacteria 
Count. No changes were noted in 1975. All data is compiled for 
future reference. 

After two years of not asking for an operating budget. the 
Commission requests that voters act favorably upon our 
Warrant Article requesting $500.

A 
subdivision carries a minimum fee of $5.00 plus $1.50 for each 
lot. Plot plan approvals carry a fee of $5.00. The fees help pay 
the cost of notifying abutters, which must be done by 
registered mail. 

All requests for approval must be filed with the board clerk 
at least 10 days prior to the board’s regular meeting date, which 
is the 4th Monday of the month, at 8:00 p.m. at the Town Hall. 

Following the narrow defeat of the Planning Board’s Open 
Space proposal last March, the board has undertaken to begin 
work on a Master Plan for the town, which will incorporate 
many of the latest features of Zoning and Subdivisions, now 
being voted on by neighboring towns. 

The Planning Board has been assisted by a special com- 
mittee of townspeople, headed by Robert O’Halloran. The 
committee will play an important role in the development of the 
Master Pian during the next two years. The board wishes to 
thank them for their help and support. 

In early 1976, a 5 acre lot was approved for conveyance to 
the School District, from the developers of the Richards farm 
land. This was granted under the 1 acre in 10 provision in our 
zoning law, which requires developers of subdivisions to set 
aside for town use 1 acre out of every 10 in the proposed sub- 
division.

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REPORT OF THE LAMSON COMMITTEE 


In accordance with the direction received from the Town at 
the March 4 Town Meeting, the committee proceeded to have 
the Lamson Farm surveyed and appraised. 

The land was surveyed by Mr. Robert Todd of New Boston 
and it was determined that the farm contains 318 acres. To 
meet the requirements for Bureau of Outdoor Recreation funds, 
a seven acre plot around the buildings was subdivided and 
approved by the Planning Board. 

An appraisal was performed by Mr. Edward Greene of 
Keene. He set the value of the land (not including the buildings) 
at $124,000. The committee felt that this appraisal was low and 
with the approval of the Selectmen, cbtained a second appraisal 
from Mr. George Sumner of Hampton. Mr. Sumner appraised 
the land at $186,000 and it was this appraisal that was subse- 
quently submitted to BOR. 

The committee applied for funds from the Department for 
Housing and Urban Development. HUD rejected our appli- 
cation in favor of other projects related to development. How- 
ever, the committee was sufficiently encouraged by the avail- 
ability of BOR funds to recommend that the Town appropriate 
no money at the June 24 Town Meeting. 

Application was made for BOR funds in July and since that 
time the committee’s activities have consisted primarily of 
providing necessary materials and information to support the 
application. A major effort was devoted to preparation of an 
Environmental Assessment Report, a copy of which is available 
to the public at the Town library. This report received praise for 
its comprehensiveness and the Town has received requests for 
copies from other officials. 

December 4, Congressman Cleveland announced the BOR 
had approved our application and would award $93,000 to the 
town. When it is received, this money will be used to purchase 
the Lamson Farm. It is expected the actual transfer to the 
Town will occur in February 1976. 

Following acquisition, the committee plans to work in two 
general areas primarily. The first is to gather information to 
help the Selectmen determine the most satisfactory means to 
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administer the property. And secondly, the committee will be 
collecting ideas, suggestions, plans and examples of public uses 
feasible for this land and this Town in conjunction with the 
Conservation and Recreation Commissions and the towns- 
people.

REPORT OF THE RECREATION COMMISSION 


The major activities carried out by the Recreation Com- 
mission in 1975 were: Skating Party; Softball Program; Swim- 
ming Program; and Halloween Party. 

The skating party was held on Winsor’s pond. The party 
was aimed at the Junior High and High School group. It was 
well attended by members of that group and a number of 
adults. In recapping and making future parties more success- 
ful, the Recreation Commission feels the need to purchase 
several lanterns to provide more adequate lighting. 

The softball program started in late May, with Tuesday 
nights assigned to the boys’ program, and Wednesday nights 
assigned to the girls’ program. However, members from either 
program were invited to participate in the other if they should 
see fit. The softball program is run under the direction of 
Recreation Commission member Eugene VanHouten. The 
program was authorized and did expend $85.00 toward the pur- 
chase of equipment. Some of this equipment such as balls, must 
be replaced each year. Other equipment purchased increased 
the usable inventory. The program was designed this year to 
provide an increased level of instruction to the participants. To 
further increase the success of this program it is the recommen- 
dation of this year’s commission that a teenager be hired for 
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each of the two nights of the program to provide a consistent 
input to the program at the peer level. 

The swimming program was conducted through the 
generosity of the Wassell and Dow families in donating their 
pools to the program. The program was shortened to one week 
due to the late closing of the school year. The program was 
again conducted by Mrs. Ingrid Windt and the average attend- 
ance for the program was fifty-four (54) swimmers. 

The halloween program was expanded to not only include 
the cartoon movie, but also a “‘spook house’’. The spook house 
was made successful through the generous contribution by the 
Corbetts of their barn and attached sheds. The spook house was 
aimed at the elementary school level. The participation of the 
Junior High and High School levels in the spook house made 
this program a success.

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MINUTES OF ANNUAL TOWN MEETING 


March 4, 1975 


The Annual Town Meeting of Mont Vernon, N.H. was de- 
clared open at 10:05 a.m. on March 4, 1975, by Assistant Mod- 
erator, Mr. George D. Kittredge, substituting for Moderator 
Walter D. Kilian. Mr. Kittredge read Articles 1 and 2 of the 
Town Warrant and Articles 1, 2, 3, 4, and 5 of the Warrant for 
Annual School Meeting. At 10:10 a.m. Mr. Kittredge declared 
the polls open. 

At 7:30 p.m. Moderator Wilter D. Kilian suspended voting 
and called the meeting to order. The pledge of allegiance was 
led by the Boy Scouts and Mr. David Lambarth led the assem- 
bly in prayer. 

Moderator Kilian recognized Selectman Keith E. Pomeroy, 
who read the following resolution on the passing of Mr. William 
O. Lamson. 

Resolution on the passing of 
WILLIAM O. LAMSON 
July 29,1900 June 30, 1974 

Mont Vernon citizens were deeply saddened by the passing 
of native son, William O. Lamson, last June 30th. He is remem- 
bered by those of us, who worked for and with him in his many 
positions of service to the town as always being conscientious 
of his responsibilities and as having sound judgment. 

He gave freely of his time to the Town of Mont Vernon, as 
did other members of the Lamson family, who have been 
associated with serving the Town since they first moved here in 
1740. The first record of his public service is noted in 1926, 
when he served as supervisor of the check-list and continued 
until his death. His many positions of town office included: 
Clerk of the School District, 1927-1963, 36 years; Road Agent, 
1928-1956, 28 years; Supervisor of the Check-list, 1926-1944, 18 
years; Selectman, 1958-1973, 15 years; and Board of Adjust- 
ment, 1973 until his death. He also served on the Fire Depart- 
ment and on numerous special committees for the benefit of 
Mont Vernon and its citizens. 

Therefore, be it resolved, that this Town Meeting honor his 
memory by incorporating in its permanent records, the afore- 
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mentioned statements and resolution, and that a copy be sent 
to his widow and family and hope that other citizens will follow 
his example of working unselfishly for the town he loved. 

With unanimous approval of those present, this was in- 
corporated into the minutes of the Town Meeting. 

Article 3. Motion was made by Joseph G. Carleton, 
seconded by Roy Thomsen, to appropriate the sum of $1,000 
from the Revenue Sharing Fund to purchase and install a 1,000 
gallon underground gas tank and pump for Fire Department 
use. Mr. Carleton gave reasons why this was essential. Motion 
adopted. 

Article 4. Motion was made by Mr. Joseph Carleton, sec- 
onded by Mr. Roy Thomsen, to appropriate the sum of $150 
from the Revenue Sharing Fund for street signs in the area of 
the town covered by the Fire Mutual Aid agreement with the 
Amherst Fire Department. Motion adopted. 

Article 5. Motion was made by Selectman Lawrence H. 
Corbett, seconded by Mr. Roy Thomsen, to appropriate the 
sum of $2,250 from the Revenue Sharing Fund for replacement 
of the Fire House roof. Discussion followed. Motion adopted. 

Article 6. Motion was made by Selectman Charles M. 
Puckette, seconded by W. Guild Smith, to appropriate the sum 
of $500 from the Revenue Sharing Fund for Town Office 
equipment. After discussion that this money be used for 
permanent equipment and not office expenses, the motion was 
adopted. 

Article 7. Motion was made by Selectman Keith E. Pom- 
eroy, seconded by Douglas King, to appropriate the sum of 
$350 from the Revenue Sharing Fund for preparation of a Tax 
Map. Motion adopted. 

Article 8. Motion was made by Selectman Lawrence Cor- 
bett, seconded by Keith Pomeroy, to raise the sum of 
$72,659.34 to defray town charges for the ensuing year and 
make appropriations of the same. Selectman Corbett read 
through the budget and explained the articles. Discussion 
followed. The motion was made by Mr. Willard Archibald, sec- 
onded by Janet Williams, that the motion be amended to in- 
crease the amount for tarring, from $9,000 to $12,000. Mr. 
Archibald explained the cost had increased considerably. A 
vote was taken and the amendment was passed. Mr. Arthur 
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McKew requested a standing vote be taken. The amended 
motion to increase the amount for tarring and to bring the total 
amount to be raised to $75,659.34 was then voted by a standing 
vote. The motion was adopted. 

Article 9. Motion was made by Selectman Charles M. 
Puckette and seconded by Keith Pomeroy, to accept the re- 
ports of all Town Officers, Agents, Auditors, Committees, etc. 
and raise and appropriate any money relative thereto. Motion 
was made by David Hayden, seconded by Keith Pomeroy, to 
amend the motion to include Auditors’ Certificates. The 
amendment passed. The amended motion was adopted. 

Article 10. Motion was made by Selectman Keith E. Pom- 
eroy and seconded by Mr. Willard Archibald, to authorize the 
Selectmen and Treasurer to borrow money in anticipation of 
taxes. Motion adopted. 

Article 11. Motion was made by Mr. Vernon Wilkins, sec- 
onded by Mr. Charles Buck, to authorize the Conservation 
Commission to retain revenue received from management and 
harvesting of forest resources on Town owned _ property 
managed by the Commission. This would become part of the 
Commission's General Operating Fund. The motion was made 
by Vernon Wilkins, seconded by Charles Buck, to omit the 
words ‘‘and harvesting” from the original motion. Moderator 
Kilian then restated the motion, deleting above words. Motion 
adopted. 

Article 12. Motion was made by Selectman Lawrence 
Corbett and seconded by Charles Puckette, that the sum of 
$20,000 be raised and appropriated to provide office space in 
the Town Hall to be financed by serial notes over a 5-year 
period. Selectman Corbett explained the need for Town offices 
to be consolidated in one place. Mr. Corbett, Mr. Puckette and 
Mr. Roy Thomsen, of the Building Study Committee, answered 
questions as to cost, dimensions, etc. A lengthy discussion 
followed. The motion was made by Willard Archibald, seconded 
by William Hoyt, to table this article. A standing vote was 
called for. The amendment was defeated. A check-list ballot 
vote was then called for on the original motion on Article 12. 
The motion was defeated. Yes - 102, No -123. 

Article 13. Motion was made by Mr. William Morgan, sec- 
onded by Willard Archibald, to table this article. (To see if the 
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Town will vote to change the name of Tater Street between 
Route 13 and Kendall Hill Road to Skendarian Road.) Motion 
adopted. 

Article 14. Motion was made by Mr. Darold Rorabacher 
and seconded by Theodore Foster, to authorize the Selectmen 
to accept the property known as the Lamson Farm and to 
further authorize the Selectmen to accept any and all monies 
which are available on behalf of said property. After much 
discussion and explanations from members of the Committee 
and Mr. Luke O’Neil, the motion was adopted. 

Article 15. Motion was made by Mr. Samuel King and sec- 
onded by Martha Trundy, that the sum of $3,500 be appropri- 
ated for the appraisal and survey of the Lamson Farm. Motion 
adopted. 

Article 16. Motion was made by Darold Rorabacher and 
seconded by James Hicks, to pass over this article at this time 
and that upon completion of all Warrant Articles, we adjourn 
this Town Meeting until Tuesday, the 24th of June, 1975, at 
7:30 p.m. in this building, at which time we will act on this 
Article 16. (To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $80,000 for the purchase of the Lamson Farm.) 
Motion adopted. 

Article 17. Motion was made by Mr. Samuel King, 
seconded by Mr. George Atkins, that the following ordinance 
regulating truck traffic be adopted by the Town. 

Whereas, the operation of heavy trucks upon the Town 
roads in Mont Vernon, is detrimental to the road surfaces, thus 
requiring more frequent and costlier repairs than would other- 
wise be necessary, which road repair costs must be paid by the 
Town and 

Whereas, through trucking on Town roads creates a safety 
and health hazard to the residents of the Town: 

Now therefore, it is hereby declared that all vehicles of a 
gross weight in excess of ten (10) tons shall be prohibited from 
using or traveling upon any Town road, provided, however, 
that this ordinance shall not apply to vehicles actually picking 
up or delivering goods or materials within the Town. 

The Selectmen are hereby authorized to make such rules 
and regulations as may be desirable or necessary to fully carry 
out the intent of this ordinance. 
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The penalty for violation of this ordinance shall be a fine of 
not more than one hundred dollars ($100) for each offense. 

The motion was made by Mr. Howard Welch and seconded 
by Virginia Smith, to table Article 17. A standing vote was 
called. Motion adopted. Yes - 120, No - 85. 

Article 18. Motion was made by Selectman Charles Puck- 
ette and seconded by Mr. Earl Witty, to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $5,000 to reprint the original Mont Vernon Town 
History. Mr. Puckette stated that this would be between 500 
and 700 copies. Motion adopted. 

Moderator Walter Kilian recognized Selectman Lawrence 
Corbett who read into the minutes the following statement: 
‘‘As you know, Keith Pomeroy is retiring from the Board of 
Selectmen this year. Keith has served 12 years on the Board, 
he’s given more than a lot of time, he’s worked a good deal more 
than hard. Charlie Puckette and I would like to thank Keith for 
the experience of working with him. We respected his wisdom, 
we enjoyed his sense of humor. Again, we say to Keith, thanks. 
We'd like to invite the Town to join with us in a rising vote of 
thanks.”’ A standing ovation was given to Mr. Keith E. Pom- 
eroy. 

Mr. David Hayden announced that he hoped everyone 
interested would attend the open meeting of the Planning 
Board to discuss ideas for the coming year. The meeting would 
be on March 24, 1975. 

Moderator Kilian reminded those present of the Annual 
School Meeting to be held March 11, 1975, and then re-opened 
the polls. 

At 10:07 the polls were closed and the ballots counted. 

At 11:35 p.m. Mr. Kilian read the results of the voting for 
School District Officers and declared the following elected:

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THE REPORT OF THE 
MONT VERNON SCHOOL BOARD 


The program in the Mont Vernon Elementary School moved 
forward last year under the guidance of the Principal, Mr. 
Richard Finlaw, and the Superintendent of Schools’ Office. 

The Mathematics Program in Grades IV, V, and VI was up- 
dated with a new program emphasizing a more individualized 
approach to conventional math. A change in the French 
Program format permits students in Grades IV, V, and VI 
interested in enriching their elementary program to elect to 
take French. The students desiring to emphasize work in the 
basic subjects instead of French use the time to broaden their 
understanding of those subjects. 

A Readiness Program was implemented after an evaluation 
of the performance of Grades IV, V, and VI students. This 
study revealed that all of the students in these grades, who 
were judged immature at initial entry into Grade I, were having 
difficulty performing at grade level unless they had repeated 
Grade I or Grade II. The Readiness Program provides the 
additional time needed by these students who must enter 
school because they have reached the age for mandatory at- 
tendance. The Program is an expansion of the role of the 
previous first grade assistant teacher to full-time status. 

The citizen’s committee, appointed at the March District 
Meeting, worked diligently and well to produce a long-term 
plan. The plan included continuing operations at McCollom 
School, adequate facilities for hot lunch program, and 
necessary educational facilities to support the program goals of 
the school. The current budget for capital expenditures and 
repairs is based upon these recommendations. 

The School Board wishes to extend its sincere appreciation 
to the adult volunteers who give their time to enhance the 
school programs. Their efforts are appreciated by the entire 
staff. 

Sadness was felt by everyone at the untimely death of Mrs. 
Phyllis Courage, Grade I teacher. Mrs. Courage taught in Mont 
Vernon for seven years. She performed her duties professionally 
and was widely respected by all who knew her. 
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ANNUAL ADMINISTRATIVE REPORTS 


Report of the Superintendent 

In the Annual School Reports last year, I introduced to you 
the first phase of a long-range instructional plan for curriculum 
development and improvement. This phase of the plan iden- 
tified the key concepts that will provide an educational 
foundation from which change can occur in an orderly fashion. 

We are now preparing to initiate the second phase of the 
plan — the development of objectives by which the key con- 
cepts can be implemented. These objectives, so long needed in 
school districts, clearly identify the programs and activities 
which the administrative and teaching staff will strive to ac- 
complish in the next several years. 

There is, however, a third phase in developing an in- 
structional program which will be the subject of a later Annual 
School Report. This is the process of evaluation by which 
objectives are measured for the degree of success attained. This 
particular step is critical since new instructional direc- 
tions/objectives are based upon the success of earlier ob- 
jectives. Therefore, each series of objectives becomes the 
foundation on which to build. 

In this, my Second Annual Report of the Superintendent of 
Schools, I respectfully submit to you such information 
regarding Phase II, the identification of instructional ob- 
jectives, a timetable for implementation and their development 
as the labors of this year have permitted us to accomplish. 


Instructional Objectives 


It should be pointed out that by presenting these in- 
structional objectives, it is hoped the community will become 
more aware of the direction of their schools. Too often this is 
taken lightly. I am hopeful these pages will stimulate thought 
and discussion from which we can best serve the needs and 
interests of our students. 

1. Design, organize, and initiate a long-range instructional 
plan. 

2. Coordinate, supervise, and evaluate the work of the 
Staff Development Committee in developing an In-service 
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Education Program designed to help meet the specific ob- 
jectives of the District. 

3. Encourage the continuation of curriculum development 
and the re-writing and updating of School District Curriculum 
Guides. 

4. Encourage the development of programs in the Metric 
System, Nutrition, and Venereal Disease and Career Education 
as required by State regulations. 

5. Evaluate commitment to heterogeneity in Grades I 
through VIII as it related to the instructional processes of 
individualized instructional, grade reporting strategies and the 
various patterns of staff utilization and differentiated staffing. 

6. Plan and develop a comprehensive and coordinated 
District-wide Reading Program whose goal shall be to achieve 
Reading competencies above State, Regional, and National 
norms. 

7. Plan, develop, and implement a three-year Title I 
Program based upon a needs assessment. 

8. Design a Bicentennial Program as part of the in- 
structional process in 1975-76. 

9. Research and identify various approaches to assess and 
evaluate the achievement of students in Reading and Math 
skills and implement a process to compare competencies with 
State, Regional, and National norms. 

10. Encourage the continued development of programs for a 
coordinated Special Education curriculum for students placed 
within the District as well as those placed outside the District. 

11. Investigate, prepare, and develop Federal/State 
proposals to enhance curriculum opportunities for students in 
the District. 


Biennium Objectives — A Timetable 


School Boards, Administrators, and staff must identify an 
instructional direction, set the objectives to move in that 
direction, and evaluate the process at different intervals. In 
order to facilitate this process, there must be a timetable. 
Consider then: 
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PHASE I 1974-75 Guidelines for the Implemen- 
tation of an Instructional 
Plan formulated and written 
setting the framework for 


action. 
PHASE II 1975-77 Biennium Objectives formu- 
lated and implemented. 
PHASE III 1977-78 Process of Evaluation identi- 


fied, initiated, and 
completed by June 1978. 


PHASE II 1978-80 Biennium Objectives formu- 
lated and implemented. 
PHASE III 1980-81 Process of Evaluation 


identified, initiated, and 
completed by June 1981. 

We should consider the advantages of this approach. Ob- 
jectives written for two years will provide flexibility in develop- 
ing a program in one year and implementing in the second year. 
Likewise, a program can be implemented over a two-year period 
or even a three-year period since any program can be on-going 
during the year of evaluation. In a sense, then, this approach 
encourages administrators to think in terms of two and three- 
year programs and, further, provides the time to evaluate 
(1977-78) prior to further commitments. Similarly, budget allo- 
cations may become more palatable since the cost of any 
program can be spread over two and three-year periods. 

For each three-year period, instructional objectives will be 
written and formulated by the administrative staff in accord- 
ance with the educational direction set by the Superintendent 
of Schools and School Board. 

Emanating from these specific instructional objectives are 
the Principal’s instructional objectives particular to each 
school. Consequently, once the direction is set, the Principal 
can implement specific programs in light of his/her own par- 
ticular situation. 

The Biennium Objectives established for the District are the 
focal point for direction for a three-year period. They will set in 
motion a definitive instructional pattern — the essential 
ingredient in any long-range instructional plan. 
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Principal’s Report 
“There is no intellectual interest which does not spring from the 
need to satisfy feelings.

It was with a feeling of great sympathy and a realization of 
the profound loss that we accept the passing of Mrs. Phyllis 
Courage, our first grade teacher for the past seven years at 
Mont Vernon. The position was filled by Mrs. Helen Quinlan, 
an experienced first grade teacher of several years. 

As with all vacancies, over the past year, this vacancy was 
filled through a screening and interviewing process conducted 
by a teacher/administration team. Candidates were first 
screened at the central office, final candidates were interviewed 
at the school by an administrative/teacher team. The finalists 
were then placed by the Teacher Consultant for nomination. 
Our new staff members this year are Mrs. Helen Quinlan, First 
Grade Teacher; Mrs. Betty Linatsas, Readiness teacher; Mr. 
David Norris, Special Needs Teacher (formerly the GradelI/III 
transition class); Mrs. Sandra Witty, School Secretary, and 
Mrs. Sylvia Eggleston, Music Teacher. 

New programs during the 1975-76 year were the Readiness 
Program and the PREP Program. Readiness was previously 
contained within the first grade classroom with a part-time 
teacher. After extensive research, Readiness was designated a 
full program, separate from the first grade class. Coupled with 
the Readiness Program was PREP, a federally funded project 
‘designated to involve parents and future parents more actively 
in the educational process of children. The Readiness Program 
provides children of school age from both kindergarten and 
non-kindergarten backgrounds an extra year to grow both 
socially and emotionally before they enter into a sustained 
learning situation in the first grade class. Children are 
recommended for this program not on a basis of intelligence, 
but through an evaluation designed to measure their present 
maturity level. 
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Revised programs this past year included a re-definition of 
the Grade II/III transition class into a fully integrated fourth 
year program designed to meet the special needs of designated 
students. In past years, children were designated special 
education students and placed in a segregated class. This past 
year, only their needs were designated as special and these are 
now being met through a total integration of the child into the 
full school program. This is being accomplished in the fourth 
year class through the team efforts of the special needs teacher 
and the regular fourth year teacher. Another revised program is 
the Mathematics Curriculum. Not only was our school involved 
at the Supervisory Union level in the revision of the 
Mathematics Curriculum Guide, but the School District also 
adopted a new Math Program which gives the basics — plus, 
providing for both a highly individualized programming as well 
as the more traditional ‘‘all class’ instruction method. 
Revisions were also made in the pupil progress reporting 
system. The new reporting system now indicates to parents if 
their children are working above, at, or below their grade 
placement. The student’s actual achievement grade is deter- 
mined by his or her effort at his or her work level. The comment 
section was expanded to permit more extensive teacher 
comments. 

Construction work, as recommended by the School Study 
Committee and approved by the School District, was com- 
pleted. At the McCollom School, a Teachers’ Room was created 
from space in the first grade room, a Nurse and Guidance Office 
was created from the old Teachers’ Room, and a kitchen was 
built in the back of the readiness Room. At the-Village School, 
new storage cabinets were added in the hall, a Nurse and 
Guidance Office was created from the old storage closet, an art 
storage cabinet was developed from the activity room coat 
closet, and a kitchen preparation and storage area was created 
in the activity room. Both schools purchased a new refrigerator 
and freezer with a combination of Federal and District funds. 

With the building renovations, the addition of highly quali- 
fied staff, and the program changes, the past year has been 
most successful. The past and continuing support of the School 
Board and the Town are evidence of an enthusiastic interest in 
providing the best education possible within the means of the 
community, making successful education endeavors possible. 
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Curriculum Council 


After a late start this Fall, the Curriculum Council began its 
deliberations as a major part of the long-range instructional 
plan for curriculum development and improvement. While this 
objective is to measure the adequacy and efficiency of 
educational programs offered by the District, the Council will 
first seek to evaluate present curricula. This will include inter- 
viewing selected staff members, reviewing existing curricula, 
and evaluating instructional processes through on-site evalu- 
ation. Further activities will include the development of per- 
formance objectives for students and the evaluation of the 
articulation between the elementary and high school instruc- 
tional programs. 


Curriculum Coordination 


Curriculum Coordination has begun as staff members con- 
tinue to work to up-date the existing curriculum and to develop 
new guides in Grades I through Grade VIII. 

The Social Studies Curriculum Committee completed its 
work and in January 1976, the new Social Studies Curriculum 
Guide for Grades I through VIII became a reality. The new 
guide contains a scope and sequence schedule and includes in 
every level the unit of study for that grade with suggested 
concepts, contents, and activities for teacher use. As the Social 
Studies Committee reached its goal, the printing of an up- 
dated, revised guide — two other Curriculum Committees 
continue to work as others begin to review our present status. 

The Math Curriculum Committee has developed to date, a 
first rough draft of an up-dated Math Curriculum Guide for 
Grades I through VIII. As this rough draft is being used by 
staff this year, it is, in turn, being evaluated by them. 
Evaluations will be reviewed by the Committee before the final 
copy is ready for print. During the current school year, the 
Math Curriculum Committee is developing skills lists by grade 
level to incorporate into the new guide. Individual student 
records of achievement are also being developed. Since Metrics 
education is upon us, the Committee is now working on a 
Metrics section to the guide for Grades I through VIII. 

Career Education begins to take priority during this school 
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year. A Committee to pursue Career Education — Grades I 
through VIII — has been named. Groundwork is being done 
this school year and will continue another school year before it 
is possible to write a guide in Career Education for our Grades I 
through XII students. Classroom teachers, Guidance Coun- 
selors, and Administrators are working together on this 
project. 

The need for continuity in our Science Curriculum in Grades 
I through VIII brought forth a review of our present Curricu- 
lum Guide and the creation of a new Committee to reach this 
goal. The Committee has been named recently and will begin 
their work immediately. 

Likewise, a similar need in the area of Language Arts has 
prompted us to create a Committee to coordinate the review of 
this important area of the instructional program. Their work 
will begin as expeditiously as possible. 


Staff Development For Educational Personnel 


As of July 1, 1975, the Supervisory Union 40 Local Master 
Plan for Staff Development was approved by the State Depart- 
ment of Education. The purpose of this plan is to provide the 
staff with various learning experiences so they may be recerti- 
fied to teach in New Hampshire. The chief advantage of a Staff 
Development Plan is to provide teachers with the freedom and 
opportunity to define his/her own needs within a framework of 
the District’s objectives. Staff members are now involved in 
professional growth through this plan. 


The Mont Vernon School Board met for twelve official 
sessions in 1974-75 to deliberate the many issues and concerns 
of school business. One never ceases to wonder at the myriad of 
topics that beset us today with educational change emanating 
from the State and Federal level. Nevertheless, the School 
Board has made visible progress in producing a formalized 
Policy Manual, supervising the work of renovations at the 
Village and McCollom Schools, and reviewing worthy in- 
structional directions. 
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I would hope that people realize the amount of time and 
dedication given by these men and women for school business. 
My sincere thanks go to them for their help and support 
throughout the year. 

To this I wish to add my personal thanks to Mr. Finlaw, 
Principal; Mrs. Marion Dube, Teacher Consultant, and the 
very able and dedicated staff who have all labored very hard in 
our vineyard. 

It is, therefore, with appreciation of the faithful efforts of 
these educators and with fond memories of Mrs. Phyllis 
Courage that this report is respectfully submitted.

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ANNUAL MEETING OF THE MONT VERNON 
SCHOOL DISTRICT 
March 11, 1975 


The Annual Meeting of the Mont Vernon School District 
was called to order at 7:30 P.M. by Moderator Walter Kilian. 
Mr. Kilian led the assembly in the pledge to the flag, gave an 
invocation, and read the cali to meeting from the Warrant. 

David Lambarth moved that Pursuant to RSA 38:8A (II) 
the voters act upon Articles I through V before acting upon 
Articles VI and VII which proposed an appropriation of a bond 
or note. Sue Rotch seconded. It was explained that this motion 
was a necessary procedural technicality due to the statutes 
governing placement of articles on the Warrant and the 
passage of bond issues. Motion passed by voice vote. 

Article I. Robert Naber moved that this Article on fixing 
the salaries of School District Officers be passed over and acted 
upon under Article VIII. Mrs. Rotch seconded. So voted by 
voice. 

Article II. Mrs. Rotch moved that the School Reports be 
accepted as printed. Mr. Lambarth seconded. So voted by 
voice. 

Article III. Mr. Lambarth moved that we pass over this 
Article on appointing committees and act upon it immediately 
after Article VII. Mr. Naber seconded. So voted by voice. 

Article IV. Mrs. Rotch moved that the District authorize 
the School Board to make application for, accept, and expend 
on behalf of the District any or all grants or other funds for 
educational purposes which may now or hereafter be forth- 
coming from the United States Government or from the State 
of New Hampshire or from any other source. Mr. Naber sec- 
onded. In response to questions, the School Board indicated 
that no additional staffing would be necessary to handle these 
funds nor would specific construction be required. Motion 
passed by voice vote. 

Mr. Naber, Chairman of the Mont Vernon School Board, 
introduced the following staff members who were present: 


George Congdon - Business Administrator, S. U. 40

Richard Finlaw - Principal, Mont Vernon

Julius D’Agostino - Superintendent of Schools,

Article V. Mr. Naber moved that the District raise and 
appropriate a sum not to exceed two thousand dollars ($2,000) 
to engage an architect to review the facility requirements of the 
Village School and the McCollom School and provide estimates 
of alternatives or take any other action relative thereto. Mr. 
Lambarth seconded. 

The School Board explained that the classroom space was 
adequate at this time but that space for supporting services 
and programs was inadequate. Tentative ideas included re- 
vamping of existing space particularly in the McCollom School 
and possible addition to the Village School. The School Board 
felt that (as recommended by last year’s citizen study com- 
mittee) a long-range, in-depth study with professional help 
should be done before final plans were made and monies ap- 
propriated. 

Many voters expressed the feeling that local people could 
assist school officials in improving use of space and scheduling 
rather than hiring an architect. Mr. D’Agostino said that the 
use of a New Hampshire Registered Architect was required if 
Mont Vernon wanted to be eligible for 30% State Building Aid 
available for additions or renovations. 

A voice vote was taken and Mr. Kilian declared the motion 
defeated. Mrs. Naber challenged the decision of the chair. In a 
standing count, the decision of the chair was upheld by 35 yes 
. and 62 no votes. 

Article VI. Mr. Lambarth moved that we act upon Articles 
V1 and VII as the last item of business. Mr. Naber seconded. It 
was explained that this was a procedural motion so that a study 
committee could be appointed under Article III. There was 
much discussion about the State Statutes governing the order 
of warrant articles and the need for a legal meeting. Mr. Lam- 
barth and Mr. Naber agreed to withdraw their motion. 
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Mr. Damoiseau moved that we defeat Article VI as printed. 
Garth Witty seconded. Mr. D’Agostino explained that the 
original plan had been to take up Articles VI and VII at an ad- 
journed meeting in June after an architect working with a 
citizen committee made specific recommendations with dollar 
amounts attached. Mr. Damoiseau and Mr. Witty agreed to 
withdraw their motion. 

Mr. Lambarth moved that we pass over Articles VI and VII 
and act upon them at an adjourned session to be held at 7:30 
P.M. at the Mont Vernon Town Hall on Thursday, June 12, 
1975. Mr. Damoiseau seconded. Mr. Kilian declared the motion 
passed by voice vote. Elsie McNamara challenged his ruling. 
The decision was sustained by a standing vote cf 68 for and 31 
against. 

Article III. Mrs. Rotch moved to authorize the Moderator 
to appoint a committee to assist the School Board in reviewing 
the facility requirements of the Village School and the Mc- 
Collom School and report at an adjourned session to be held at 
7:30 P.M. at the Mont Vernon Town Hall on Thursday, June 
12, 1975. Arthur McKew seconded. So voted by voice vote. 

Mr. Kilian requested that people who wished to be con- 
sidered for the committee contact him. He would try to make 
the appointments within one week. 

Article VIII. Mr. Naber moved that the District raise and 
appropriate the sum of $373,996.00 for the support of schools, 
for the payment of salaries for School District Officials and 
agents and for payment of the statutory obligations of the 
District. Mr. Lambarth seconded. 

The School Board explained the figures for each line in the 
budget. Mr. Naber described the long-term wage formula being 
set up for teacher salaries. A new part-time secretary for the 
Principal was also included in the salary series. 

Under Series 1200, Capital Outlay, money was included for 
a water softening back wash system voted but not installed last 
year due increased costs for other repairs, notably the required 
fire escape. Some other items budgeted here are movable 
serving and storage items particularly for hot lunch and audio- 
visual supplies. It was suggested that second-hand storage 
units should be investigated.

Mr. Damoiseau moved to amend the main motion to read 
$364,616.00 by deleting the entire 1200 Series and $1800.00 
secretarial salary from the 210 Accourt thereby reducing the 
budget by $9,380.00. Mrs. McNamara seconded. The amend- 
ment was defeated on a voice vote. Mrs. McNamara challenged 
the Moderator’s ruling. A standing vote sustained the chair. 

Mr. Mark Vaughn moved the question. Virginia Harcovitz 
seconded. So voted by voice vote. 

Mr. Kilian called for 2 vote on the main motion and it was 
passed by voice voie. 

Article IX. Mr. Lambarth asked that more voters attend 
the School District Budget Hearing next year so that many 
questions can be handled then. 

At 10:20 P.M. Mr. Kilian declared the meeting recessed to 
an adjourned session to be held at the Mont Vernon Town hall 
on Thursday, June 12, 1975, at 7:30 P.M. for the purpose of 
acting upon Articles VI and VII.

MONT VERNON SCHOOL DISTRICT 
ADJOURNED SESSION 
June 12, 1975 

The adjourned session of the 1975 Mont Vernon School Dis- 
trict Meeting was called to order on Thursday, June 12, 1975, at 
7:35 P.M. at the Mont Vernon Town Hall. Moderator Walter 
Kilian presided. 

Mr. Kilian declared that the purpose of the meeting was to 
act upon Articles VI and VII of the 1975 Mont Vernon School 
District Warrant. He then led the assembly of approximately 
fifty citizens in the pledge to the flag. 

Keith Pomeroy, Chairman of the School Study Committee, 
was called upon to present the Committee’s report. Written 
copies were made available to all present. Mr. Pomeroy noted 
that Phil Byam’s name had been omitted from the list of 
Committee members. 

George Kittredge moved that the report be accepted and its 
implementation be recommended. Seconded by Linda Foster. 

The School Board indicated that State Building Aid was not 
being sought due to the nature of the renovation work. Mr. 
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D’ Agostino explained that doing these renovations without an 
architect would not effect State Building Aid being received 
currently according to the information from the State Depart- 
ment of Education. 

Mr. Kittredge’s motion was passed unanimously by voice 
vote. 

Article VI. To see if the District will appropriate a sum of 
money to construct and originally equip and furnish an ad- 
dition to the Village School and to determine whether such 
appropriation shall be raised by borrowing or otherwise or take 
any other action relative thereto. 

David Lambarth moved that Article VI be defeated as read. 
George Kittredge seconded. Motion passed unanimously by 
voice vote. 

Under Article VII, Robert Naber moved that the School 
District raise and appropriate the sum of $2,000.00 for altering 
and remodeling the McCoilom and Village Schools, including 
the purchase of equipment of a lasting character in connection 
therewith. Mr. Kittredge seconded. 

It was explained that although $6,105.00 was needed for the 
planned work, approximately $4,200.00 was already included in 
the 1975-76 School Budget for repairs. Therefore, only about 
$2,000.00 additional was needed. 

Motion carried unanimously by voice vote. 

Mr. Kilian gave public thanks to the Committee Members - 
Keith Pomeroy, Margaret Clark, James Hicks, Bruce Tower, J. 
Justin Pestana, Carol Donahue, Jack Esposito, Agnus 
Vaughn, Phil Byam. 

George Kittredge asked that the School Board request the 
Selectmen to have a stop sign or a No Left Turn sign placed at 
the end of Harwood Road at the Route 13 intersection for safety 
reasons. 

The Recessed Town Meeting for June 24, 1975, was an- 
nounced. 

Mr. Robert Damoiseau moved to adjourn the meeting. So 
voted. Adjournment came at 7:52 P.M.
